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78 Varieties of Modern Coins 
Not In Circulation 


A headline in a recent issue of a numismatic publication reads, ‘‘Check 
Your 1983 Proof Sets for Surprises.’’ Although the headline was referring 
to the strange (?) errors which occasionally pop up in proof sets, it might as 
well refer to the coin varieties which can be secured in no other way — other 
than through buying a proof set. 

Those of us who began collecting back in the fifties or early sixties, 
simply presumed that every coin variety could be found in circulation 
somewhere. All we had to do was work and look long enough. 

But, in 1968 that situation changed: 1968-S dimes, quarters and halves 
appeared only in proof sets. No longer could every date and mintmark be 
found in circulation! 

In 1970 the Denver production of the fifty cent piece appeared only in the 
mint set for that year. Within a year those halves were selling for $5.00 or 
so. The 1984 Red Book now lists them at $35.00 each. 

All current denominations, cents, nickels, dimes, quarters, halves and 
dollars have appeared exclusively, usually in proof sets, until by the end of 
1983 there were 78 of the distinctive items. The breakdown shows that there 
are 9 such cent varieties, 13 varieties of nickels, 16 varieties of dimes, 15 
different quarters, 16 different halves, and 9 varieties of dollars which are 
available only in proof sets or mint sets. 

Proof set quantities range from two to four million — thus they are far 
from being rare items — particularly when it is remembered that the great 
majority of proof coins are in the hands of collectors and not in general 
circulation. 

The moral of the story is that proof sets are not to be spurned if you want 
a complete collection of United States coins.
